The man who collaborated with 
the Germans as chief of govern­ 
ment in old Marshal Petain’s Vichy 
regime died from a coup de grace, 
fired through his ear, when a volley 
from the firing squad did not kill 
him

Gift Horse With Bad Teeth 


With a handful of dissenting votes by disgruntled 
leftists who wanted to slap special penalties on busi­ 
ness enterprise, the House has railroaded a tax re­ 
duction bill into the Senate hopper. 
The public is 
supposed to be happy and grateful because more than 
five billion dollars' worth of taxation will be can­ 
celed next year. 
The public Is not supposed to brood over the Inci­ 
dental complications, such as the fact nothing Is 
being done to cut down public spending, which means 
that the government will continue to pile up a crush­ 
ing deficit at a staggering rate. 
By next June 
the public debt—the money “we owe ourselves"—will 
amount to about $2,000 for each person in the United 
States. That is $6,000 for a family of three—$10,000 
for five, and so on. The nation’s credit depends abso 
lutely on the people's composite ability to discharge 
this obligation to one another. The inslant the gov­ 
ernment faltered in Its power to take care of the 
intdrest-bearlng I.O.U's it has issued because it was 
short of cash, confidence would be shattered. 
Naturally all politicians look forward to winning 
votes by lopping off taxation. Meanwhile, most econo­ 
mists, other than the impressionists who insist it Is 
more interesting to add up the figures backward, are 
getting grimmer and grimmer about the possibility 
that political popularity may be traded for national 
« solvency by an irresponsible legislature guided by 
partisanship, not prudence.

At Bureaucratic Discretion 


Without either knowing or needing to know the 
merit of the first private request for knowledge gained 
through government research in atomic energy, all 
who fear government monopoly can point to the re 
jection of the request as justification for their mis­ 
givings. 
Political authority, having bolstered 
itself with 
possession of a momentous secret by spending huge 
sums of public money, is showing every intention of 
incorporating the secret as state property. 
On the 
excuse that atomic energy Is too dangerous to be 
exploited by anyone except the government, every' 
attem pt is being made to establish a complete mo­ 
nopoly, with all future private use to be at bureau­ 
cratic discretion. 
The first known private request for information 
has come from a private organization surveying oil 
reserves. The organization's appeul for data on cer­ 
tain radio-active substances that would be useful— 
byproducts of atomic bomb manufacture 
has been 
rejected by the War department. The organization's 
spokesman contends that availability of the substances 
for this purpose might add millions of barrels of oil 
to die national supply. 
Perhaps in this particular case there were special 
reasons for refusal But the public will not know that. 
T he public will know nothing. Atomic energy Is being 
incorporated as a state secret. A precedent is being 
set that may blow up the entire American system. It 
is as if coal and oil, our present prime sources of 
energy, had been taken over by government on a basis 
of their military importance and were to be made 
available only at political discretion. 


Discipline Outside The Law 


The congressional search for a method of enforc­ 
ing industrial discipline in behalf of the common wel­ 
fare is limited in its possibilities. 
There will be under any code of public regulation 
a tremendous slack which can be taken up only by 
self-discipline outside tire law. 
If it were possible to put into effect tomorrow a 
composite of all the best features proposed for regu­ 
lating industrial relations, there still would be the 
utmost necessity for self-regulation on the part of 
both employers and employes. 
The gravity of this aspect of the problem Is evident 
in the frequency of work stow ages caused not by any 
difference 
between employers 
and 
the 
authorized 
representatives of unions, but by differences within 
the unions. In some cases their leadership is being 
challenged openly by dissident elements; it is evi­ 
dent. too, that in some cases union leadership, hard- 
pressed to retain its position, is being forced by restless 
elerpent* to take positions that do not represent its 
best judgment.
